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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: as to applicant's arguments that the problem 
solved by the present invention is not recognized by the prior art and thus the required suggestion to combine the references is not 
present, the Examiner has reviewed these arguments, however, the Final Rejection is maintained. As discussed in the Final Rejection, it 
is the Examiner's position that when combining 791 with Jaeger and Revankar the suggestion is to decarburize the surface, desirably to 
a depth of 0.5 mm or more, prior to the application of a nickel/cobalt base coating to prevent cracking problems, thus providing a 
decarburizing depth in the range of applicant's. While the reason for combining the references may be different from that motivation of 
applicant, the fact that applicant has recognized another advantage which would flow naturally from following the suggestion of the prior 
art cannot be the basis for patentability when the differences would otherwise be obvious. See Ex parte Obiaya, 227 USPQ 58, 60 (Bd. 
Pat. App. & Inter. 1985). While applicant states, in the last amendment, that no problem cracks or inclusion occurs when coating the 
cast iron part without decarburization, 791 indicates that this is a recognized problem, and that one of ordinary skill in the art would 
desire to prevent this problem from occurring. Note MPEP 2145, section II, which also discusses this issue . 
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
